Idaho Power seeks 
new 30-year license 
for Shoshone Falls

TWIN FALLS - For more than 80 
years, the Idaho Power Co. has har- 
nessed the Snake River at Shoshone 
Falls to generate electricity and, after 
getting so much, the company wants to 
give .something back. ' 

Specifically, Idaho Power is offering to 
make improvements at Shoshone Falls as 
pan of a larger push to renew a federal 
power license for its modest 12.5 million 
wan powcrplant. 

At a minimum, the company is seeking 
a 30-ycar license to wring electricity 
from Idaho's mightiest waterfall, 
inteecsted observers - including city, 
county, state and federal agencies - say 
Idaho Power’s quest for a new license is a 
golden Qppommity to improve the show 
at Shoshone Falls. 

■'What would you like'toTee there in 
the future?” a-sked Neil King, manager of 
the Hagcri^n Fossil Beds National 
Monument. “What do you want your 
grandchildren to encounter down 
there?" 

Several people say the company’s pro- 
posed improvements at Shoshone Falls 
just don’t go far cnougli. 

Twin Falls resident Lcs Hazen said 
everything - even ripping out the spill- 
gates, diversion weirs and powerhouse - 
ought to be considered when the 
Shosltone Falls license expires in 1999. 

Though it has existed for 90 years, 
future existence of the Shoshone Falls 
hydroelectric plant shouldn't be a fore- 
gone conclusion, Hazen said. Tlic license 
renewal should be treated like a brand- 
new application - one that can be 
denied.

Falls plant generates little power but has lots of history 


As hydroelectric projects go, the 
Shoshone Falls power plant is barely a 
blip in the IdaJho Power Co. ^stem. 

At peak capacity, the Shoshone Falls 
plant generates only 12.5 million watts. It 
is bigger than the Thousand Springs 
plant (8.8 i^) _and the Upper Malad 


plant (8.27 mw), but small potatoes com- 
pared to the Brownlee (585.4 mw). Hells 
Canyon (391.5 mw) or Oxbow (19CT mw) 
hydroelectric dams. 

What it lacks in heft, the Shoshone 
Falls powcrplant makes up for in history 
. because it predates the Idaho Power 
Co. itself. 

hi_1901. construction began, as a pri- 


vate venture financed by Ira Burton 
Fcrrine and H.L. Hollister. The pair 
eventually ran short, of money and 
Pittsburgh financier William Kuhn 
stepped in to complete the project. 

'flic plant begun producing electricity 
in 1907 and it was acquired by Idaho 
Power when the company was founded 
in 191G.

Continued frem A1 
is moot,” Hazen said. 

In its draft application, Idaho 
Power offers: 

• $50,000 to enhance recre- 
ational facilities at and around 
Shoshone Falls, and a dollar-for- 
dollar match for projects at the 
city of Twin Falls’ Shoshone Falls 
Park. 

• A minimum spill of 300 cubic 
feet of water over the falls every 
second in dry years; one cfs 

. equals 449 gallons per minute. 
Tlic minimum flow would be pro- 
vided during daylight hours,' from 
April throu^i August. 

• To stock 2,500 catchabic- 
sized - two-pound - rainbow trout 
in Shoshone Falls Reservoir 
every year. 

• Other improvements, includ- 
ing dirt-trapping wetlands for irri- 
gation water north of Filer, iriter- 
-pretive sites for Native American 
ertture, signs depicting the histo- 
ry of hydropower at Shoshone 


Falls, and an exhibit about min- 
ing activity in the canyon. 

For people tike Hazen, that’s 
peanuts for decades of exclusive 
use of something that almost ' 
became a national park. Congress 
balked at that idea in 1901, but 
for the last 96 years, Shoshone 
Falls has always been the Magic 
Volley's top tourist attraction. 

"The communities arc entitled 
to some compensation for Idaho 
Power to make money on it,” 
Kinged. 

Idaho Power is delighted to sec 
people, taking on interest in the 
Shoshone Falls license reapplica- 
tion, said Project Manager Craig 
Jones, “and we want to include 
everybody from the average citi- 
zen to the policy makers.” 

“It’s a public resource and 
that’s how we have to treat it. 
There are myriad stakeholders,” 
Jones said. “(But) there are limits 
to what wc want to spend down 
there.”

Ideally, Idaho Power is hoping 
to negodace a settlement with oil 
interested pardcs - so it’ll bo one 
big happy family when the com- 
pany asks the Federal Energy 
Rc^Biory Commission for a new 
license. 

That’s a redpe for svrift license 
approvd, but a disputed applica- 
don can drag on for years, Jones 
said. 

“Idaho Power is not going to 
dictate the terms of that license. 
That, ultimately, is the Federal 
Energy Regulatory Commission’s 
decision," said Rob.Masonis, , 
Snake River hydroelectric reli- 
censing coordinator for American 
Rivers, a nadonal river conserva- 
tion group. 4 

The commission looks to the 
Federal Power Act for guidance 
in disputed cases, Masonis said, 
“and historically, FERC seems to 
have accorded power generation 
a higher priority than natural 
resources or environmental quali- 
ty.” 

That imbalance has been wan- 
ing in recent years, he added, 
“because public interest has 


been evolving.” 

“Now people arc giving greater 
weight to environmental interests 
chat have an effect on their 
lives,” Masonis said. In days of 
yore, the prevailing sentiment 
was “‘Let’s electrify the West, 
and let's do it at all costs.” 

Though it’s a small facility, 
there’s no dispute that the 
Shdshone Falls powcrplant hos 
affected local environs. Its four 
concrete diversion weirs and 19 
spiUgates have backed up water 
for roughly 1.8 miles, creating a 
reservoir with a surface area of 
about 95 acres. 

At flows of less than 750 cfs, 
water in the reservoir becomes 
“stratified” and the lower levels 
don’t have enough dissolved oxy- 
gen, said ^^e McMasters, Twin 
Falls based certification supervi- 
sor for the state’s Division of 
Environmental Quality. 

Idaho Rivers United, a 
statewide river conservation 
group, is seeking May to August 
flows of at least 700 cfs, and 300 
cfs during the remainder of the 
year.

WASHINGTON . (AP) 

Sdentists who drilled core sam- 
ples from. the ocean bed said 
Sunday they have found “smok- 
ing gun” evidence that a huge 
asteroid smashed into the Eaiu 
65 millions years ago and proba- 
bly killed off the dinosaurs. 

“We've got the smoking gun,” 
said Richard D. Norris, leader of 
an international ocean drilling 
expedition that probed the 
Atlantic Ocean floor in search of 
asteroid evidence.

HAILEY — Teen drug and alcohol 
abuse in the Wood River Valley is on 
the rise. Ad a self-appointed ta.sk force 
saj-s that arra treaAcnt for adolescents 
is overdue. 

After a year Ad a half of meetings to 
consider problems and solutions sur- 
rounding youth drug use, the Drug 
Abuse Prevention Task Force is ready to 
hire a director to implement an “inien- - 
sivc outpatient substance abuse pro- 
gram” for the Wood River Vallex-.

"“Blaine CoAty prosecuting attorney and 
A active member of the task force, said 
that teen drug use in the area is going 
up dramatically. 

“Ov-er the past five years there has 
been at least a 50 percent increase in 
teen drug use,” said Hatley PoliceChief 
Jack Stoneback. While exact numbers 
are difficult to come by, Stoneback said 
he has heAd estimates for teen use as 
high os 70 percent. And, he predicted, 
the numbers w-ill continue to go up. 

But for area teens who need treat- 
mAt. Sioffuc said, there is no place to 
fit*-

large one. Scoffer called the position

battles makes for dull session 


BOISE — The absence of 
Ocmocracs is turning the Idaho 
Legis lature into rather a dull 
place. - 

Gone arc the days when the 
evenly matched parries went into 
closed-door caucuses to hammer 
out strategy, then sweated out 
tease votes on the floor. Even ill 
lawmakers often had to attend 
because their vote might make a 
difference. 

This year there's little sign of 
partisan politics. The rare 
debates that have occurred have 
.been over things other than 
Rcpublican-vcrsus-Dcmocratic 
policy. 

Five senators and 11 House 
members arc the - fewest 
Democrats since the 1920s. By 
the numbers, they can do little to 
influence what goes on. 

The fact that Republicans 
- don’t need their majority to mus- 
' cle Democrats out of the way- 
may even be benefiting the 
minority. Not seen as any real 
threat, Democrat have even 
held the reins of poAicr a few 
times, albeit in minor roles. 

For example, Rep. Charles

Regulators OK IP, Utah 
Power & Light requests 
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BOISE (AP) — Idaho utility 
regulators have approved 
requests from Idaho Power Co. 
and Utah Power & Light Co. to 
revise their Uno extension tariffs, 
transferring more of the costs to 
those requesting new scrricc. 

The Idaho Building 
Contractors Association opposed . 
the Idaho Power change away 
from the current practice of 
spreading the burden among the 
company’s overall customer base, 
arguing that it would hurt devel- 
opers. 

Several real estate agents and 
contractors testified at public 
hearings in Boise and Pocatello 
that charging directly for extend- 
ing power lines could make new 
home prices too high for many 


potential buyers to afford. 

Public Utilities Commission 
orders for both companies 
require the first five customers 
sharing a common segment of a 
line extension each to assume 20 
percent of the costs within the 
first five years. 

If more' chan' five customers 
connect to the line extension in 
that period, only the Hrst Hve ore 
financially responsible for its 
construction. 

“Unlike some costs incurred 
by the company, line extension 
investment can be' traced 
irrefutably lo those customers 
who cause the company to make 
the invesonem," the commission 
said in its Utah Power & Light 
order. 


Preschool program in peril 


COEUR d’ALENE (AP) — A 
popular preschool program may 
be in danger of closing because of 
state regulations governing vol- 
unteers. 

Kid’s Castle Parent Co-Op was 
created about six years ago. 
Parents paid lower tuition if they 
volunteered at the school at least 
one day a week. 

Since 1995, state law has 
required fingerprinting and a 
background check for anyone 
working with preschool children. 

- This one-time check costs $40 per 
person. Previously, people were 
licensed through the City of 
Coeur d’Alene for S6. 

“Some parents think it’s ludi- 
crous to be fingerprinted to work 
with their own children," said 
Karen Stafford, facilitator for 


Kid’s Castle. “In our situation, it’s 
different because the parents 
soon know each and develop 
friend^ps." 

Though she is a strong believer 
in background checks for those 
who work with children, she is 
worried that the additional cost 
will drive some of the 25 eiumlled 
families away, keep new families 
from signing up and possibly 
raise overall tuition.

Each year, they’ve 
eaten the aspens, the Scotch 
-pines and all the shrubbery.” 
Richard Feldman said. 

The Feldmans replaced some 
of the Scotch pines with spruce 
trees because they were told the 
elk didn’t like spruce. The elk 
didn’t seem to mind and have 
mostly denuded even the spruce 
trees. The feeding area is about 
10 feet from their backyard and 
is crossed with trails made by the 
elk foraging in their yard. 
Feldman estimates that the dam- 
age will amount to about 54,000. 

“I have nothing against the elk 
but they’ve become complete 
pests in my mind. I’ve talked to 
the guy feeding them but he's not 
willing to move the feeding site. I 
said that Td help him feed them 
in a small corral that’s farther 
from my yard, but he isn’t willing 
to compromise,” Feldmah said. 

■ • East Fork resident Rod Kegley 
said, “The elk are eating every- 
thing They’re coming ri^t down 
to the construction sites and 
gnawing on the ends of board 
piles." 

Kcgley said he thinks that graz-

Corporate secrets business booms 


BOISE (AP) — Corporate 
America spends billions on secu- 
rity to protect everything from 
brainstorms in computer process- 
ing to fast-food recipes. By com- 
parison, public law enforcement 
is a pauper. 

The reason is simple: 
Businesses have become unwill- 
ing to entrust guardianship of 
their lucrative secrets to the cop 
on the beat — or even that cop’s 
retired brethren. 

“Public expenditures haven’t 
grown much over time. Police 
don’t have the resources or 
expertise to deal with these kind 
of thing.s," said Steve Deptula of 
American Protective Services 
Inc. “A lot of companies would 
rather not have a lot of (public) 
exposure over whafthey’ve lost, 
so they rely more on their inter- 
nal security." 

Besides working as the con- 
tract security manager at BoLsc’s 
Hewlett-Packard electronics 
plant, Deptula teaches a course 
on security in Boise State 
University’s criminal justice pro- 
gram. 

Industrial protection is a 


growth industry that ha.s turned 
from retired cops'to higli technol- 
ogy to tliwart theft of data nr 
ideas. “Tliey’re cenainly not the 
mall security guard.” said Kate 
Sur of the American Society for 
Industrial Security. "They're pro- 
fessionals and high-level consul- 
tants hired for everj-thing from 
terrorism to computer theft.” 

The society projects that 
American business will spend 
5103 billion a year on security 
tlirough 2000, while all law 
enforcement will operate on 
barely a third of that amount. 

It estimnte.s that 524 billion is 
lost every year to “intellectual 
theft." 

And industrial espionage 
knows no international bound- 
ary. “Even the people we consid- 
er our allies, our friends, they’re 
all looking for our technology," 
Deptula said. 

Security experts help a compa- 
ny find its vulnerable spots. 

One is "outsourcing" — the hir- 
ing of subcontractors who may 
have no loyalty to the company 
that hires them. Another is visi- 
tors to the United States on pro- 


fessional or student exchange 
programs who are paid by for- 
eign firms to lift information. 

I'rade shows are another poten- 
tial leak. 

The federal government often 
lets contracts for a classified pro- 
ject in bits and pieces to compa- 
nies \vhich do not know what the 
other companies involved in the 
project arc manufacturing. 

“But if you work the trade 
shows, you may see what the big 
picture is,” Deptula said. 

And as Republican congres- 
sional loaders discovered earlier 
this year, standard electronic 
communications are by no means 
secure. 

"Anything you say on a cell 
phone, you might as well bo 
broadcasting it to everybody in 
the world. /Ynothcr vulnerability 
is a fax machine. Just realize that 
if you fax something, it can be 
picked up by a lot of places.” 

The problem of industrial theft 
is aggravated by corporations 
that simply fire the spy who stoic 
their prototype or idea rather 
than prosecute. Headlines like 
that create image problems.

Gordon soars; Earnhardt crashes 


Youngster wins Da’ytona 500 while cup still eludes old-timer

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla. - Jeff 
Gordon celebrated his Daytona 500 vic- 
tory with tears in liis eyes and a heart- 
felt message for his ailing car owner 
Rick Hendrick. 

At the same moment. Dale Earnhardt 
stood and surveyed the wreckage of the 
car that was supposed to end his agoniz- 
ing winless streak in NASCAR’s greatest 
race. 

“We love you," Gordon told Hendrick 
by cell plume from Victory Lan e. "T his 
one's'foryou." 

Hendrick, whose elite team finished 1- 
2-3 in Sunday’s race, has leukemia and 
missed the Daytona 500 for the first 
time in 13 years. 

The 25- 
year-old . 
Gordon 
became the 
youngest 
Daytona 500 
winner, while 
Earnhardt, at 45, again fell to the jinx 
that has kept him from winning the 
biggest Winston Cup race of iliem all in 
19 tries. 

Tliis rime, it was a crash less than 12 
laps from the end that left Earnhardt, a 
.scvcn iimc scries champion with 70 vic- 
tories in other races, shaking his head in 

-dismuy. 

' "Give me some room, I’d like to take a 
look at this car," Earnhardt said. He 
brougln the battered Chevrolet in 31st 
aher contending oU the way to lap 169 
onite 200-lap event. 

After Earnhardt’s misfortune, Gordon 
snatched victory from two-time Daytona 
500 winner Bill EUiott with a spectacu- 
lar pass, winning the season-opening 
race in only his fifth try. 

Earnhardt was running second to 
Elliott when it appeared he got too high 
on the banking running off turn two at 
the 2V>fflilc Daytona International 
Speedway. 

' His Chevrolet smashed har'd into'the 
wall, igniting a mclcc in which defend- 
ing and nvo-time Daytona winner Dale 
Jarrett and his Robert Yates Racing 
teammate, former champion Ernie 
Irvan, also were involved. 

“Gordon came up on me and the car 
pushed off the comer,” said Earnhardt, 
seriously injured in a similar crash last 
July at Talladega, Ala. "I got into the 
waU, checked up, somebody hit me from 
behind. Next thing I know, we're on the 
roof again. Luckily, no one else hit (he 
car. We just sort of bounced around.” 

Gordon, within a few car-lengths of 
losing a lap earlier in the race, was sec- 
ond to Elliott’s Ford, followed by 
defending Winston Cup champion Terry 
Laboutc and new teammate Ricky 
Craven. . . , 

When the green flag waved again on 
_the 194ih of 200 laps, Gordon immcdi-_ 
atcly tried to get past EUiott in the sec- 
ond turn but was blocked. As the two 
crossed the finish Une at the end of that 
lap, Gordon went almost to the infield 
grass to drive his Chevy into the lead. 

His teammates were then able to get 
past Elliott on the high side between 
turns one and two.

• States must enroll at least 25 
percent of families in work or job 
training this year. By next year, 30

• Stotes may not pay benefits 
to unmarried teen parents unless 
the mother lives with an adult 
and stays in s^ooi. 

• Those ronvicted of drug felo- 
nies, except pregnant ivomcn and 
adults in drug treatment, do not 
qualify for bencftis unless stated ' 
opted for a different policy. 

• Women will lose 25 percent 
of their welfare benefits if they do 
not cooperate in identifying the 
fathers of their children.

"How would you pluy these - 
North-South cards at three no- 
trump?” asked a novice of an ex- 
port. "I ’’could win only eight 
tricks." 

"Was there any bidding?" in- 
quired the expert. 

"Well. yes. But I didn't think it 
was material." And that’s the rea- 
son the novice had lost his game. 

With the novice at the controls, 
he won the first spade and took a 
quick club fmessc. It lost to East's- 
- king, and East knocked out 
South's last spade stopper. This 
. left South with only ci^t winners 
while Bast still had the diamond 
ace. Down one on a- hand South 
■ should have made. 

"Witliout any bidding." advised 
the expert, “your finesse in clubs 
was as good as anything else." 
Then he explained how he would 
‘■■have played the hand, given 
East’s opening bid. 

With five sure major-suit win- 
ners and the club ace. South 
needs three more tricks in the mi- 
nors to make his game. His choic- 
es arc either a club finesse or the 
more obscure finesse in dia- 
monds. After East’s opening bid. 
Ekist is a huge favorite to hold the 
club king. However, he need not 
have the diamond queen. There- 
fore. at trick two, South should 
lead the diamond jack. Whether 
West covers or not doesn't mat- 
ter. With the, queen onsidc. South 
collects three diamond winners, 
eliminating the need for a club fi- 
-nesso. 

Unless one considers the op- 
posing bidding, he cannot reach 
any logical conclusions regarding 
the location of outstanding key 
cards.

CHICAGO (AP) — Middle-age 
women who cat a lot of white 
bread, potatoes and certain other 
starchy or sugary foods are more 
likely to get diabetes, a study 
found. 

The risk is especially high 
among lliose who skimp on cereal 
fiber, according to the six-year 
study of 65,173 nurses, published 
in Wednesday’s issue of The 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

The researchers were led by 
Dr. Jorge Salmeron of Har\'ard 
School of Public Health, who pre- 
viously reported similar findings 
in men. 

The study involved what is 
known as Type II diabetes, by far 
the most common form of the dis- 
ease in the United States. It 
afflicts more than 14 million 
Americans. 

In Type II diabetes, which usu- 
alJj’ develops gradually after age 
40, die body develops a resistance 
to insulin, the hormone needed to 
process blood sugar. The pan- 
creas may also lose some of its 
ability to produce insulin. 

Diets high in certain starchy 
and sugary foods cause frequent, 
boosts in blood sugar. 
Researchers theorize that the 
pancreas may become cxliaustcd 
by the demand, and diabetes may 
develop. 

Outside experts immediately 
cautioned people not to alter 
their diets based on the findings. 

Dr. Edward S. Horton, vice 
president and clinical director of 
research at the Joslin Diabetes 
Center in Bostm, said the study 
makes unjustified assumptions 
about how specific foods affect 
blood-sugar and insulin levels. 


“1 wouldn’t want the public to 
go out and say, ‘Ceez, I’ve got to 
cat less potatoes. I’ve got to cat 
less white brejj.d,’” said Horton, 
former chairman of the nutrition 
committee for the American 
Diabetes Association. 

People would be better off stay- 
ing lean and keeping active as 
well as eating a nutritious diet — 
all undisputed ways of reducing 
the risk of Type II diabetes, 
Horton said. 

•The nurses’ study looked at 
how much in carbohydrates 
each woman ate and the 
“glycemic index” of each car- 
bohydrate, a relative measure 
of how much the food drives up 
blood sugar. (Both starches and 
sugars arc converted to blood 
sugar, or glucose.) 

Foods with relatively high 
glycemic indices are wliiie bread 
(100), mashed potatoes (104) and 
cola beverages (87). Foods with 
lower glycemic indices arc dark 
bread (58-70), broccoli (45) and 
peanut butter (40). 

. The women with the highest 
consumption of such carbohy- 
drates were W limes as likely 
to develop diabetes as the 
women with the lowest con- 
sumption. 

Women who ate the least 
cereal fiber and the most 
refined carbohydrates had the 
highest risk — 2 v times that ot 
women who ate the most cereal 
fiber and the fewest refined 
carbohydraieB. 

Diabetes cun lead to hcan dis- 
ease, nerve damage and blind- 
ness. Type n diabcics is the less 
severe form and usually can be 
controlled with diet and oral med- 
ication.

Allergy shots for asthma not always neeideid f

Should children with asthma 
—ba^ven allergy shots?. 


That question was complicated 
last week after a highly publi- 
cized Johns Hopkins University 
study found no benefit from the 
. shots in treating a group of 
youngsters with moderate to 
severe asthma. 

“Parents arc wondering what 
to. do and people are asking, 
'Should 1 quit these allergy 
shots?’ ” said Nancy Sander, pres- 
ident and founder of the Asthma 
and Allergy Nerwork/Mothers of 
Asthmatics consumer group in 
Fairfax, Va., who fielded calls 
from anxious parents after the 
study was published in the New 
England Journal of Medicine. 
Her daughter Brooke, 18, has 
taken the shots to control her 
asthma since infancy. 

The two-year Hopkins study 
dealt with children who suffer 
year-round from moderate to 
severe asthma caused by aller- 
gies. It involved 121 children, 5 to 
“ 12 ~years“oldrwhosc"parents — 
agreed to get rid of pets, receive 
regular household visits and 
bring their children fqr medical 
appointments every three weeks. 
The youngsters also underwent 
rigorous testing of their asthma 
and took high doses of medica- 
tions, including inhalants with 
powerful corticosteroids, to con- 
trol their symptoms. 

Half the children received 
shots designed to provide immu- 
nity to seven allergens such as 
dust mites and pollens. The other

The group was so highly 
selected and underwent such 
intensive medical treatment 
that “this docs not reflect the 
standard of care or real life,” 
said Allan Luskin, associate 
profcssor.otimnxunology and 
microbiology at Rush Medical 
■Center in Chicago. 

Receiving such intensive med- 
ical therapy is highly unusual, 
allergists said. The study shows 
that it’s possible to get asthma 
"under really good control," said 
Martha White, a former NIH, 
researcher and now an allergist 
with the Washington Hospital 
Center’s Institute for Asthma and 


the impohance of early diagno- 
sis ond treatment. Previous 
research has indicated that 
there is an important window 
for the most effective treat- 
ment. “This study suggests that

CHICAGO (AP) — Middic-age 
women who cat a lorof white 
bread, potatoes and cenain other 
' starchy or sugary foods arc more 
likely to get diabetes, a study . 
found. 

The risk is especially high 
among those who skimp on cereal 
fiber, according to the six-year 
study of 65,173 nurses, published 
in \Vcdnesday*s issue of The 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association. 

-The rcsc^rchers-wcrc led by 
Dr. Jorge Salmcron of Harvard 
School of Public Health, who pre- 
viously reported similar findings 
in men. 

The study involved what is 
known as Type n diabetes, by far 
the most commori form of the dis- 
ease in the United States. It 
afflicts more than 14 million 
Americans. 

In Type II diabetes, %vhich usu- 
ally develops gradually after age 
40, the body develops a resistance 
to insulin, the hormone needed to 
process blood sugar. The pan- 
creas may also lose some of its 
ability to produce insulin. 

Diets high in certain starchy 
and sugary foods cause frequent 
boosts in blood sugar. 
Researchers theorize that the 
pancreas may become exhausted 
by the demand, and diabetes t^ty 
devel o p, _ _ - 

Outside experts immediately 
cautioned people not to alter 
their diets based on the finding 

Dr. Edward S. Horton, vice 
president and clinical director of 
research at the Joslin Diabetes 
Center in Bosim, said the study 
makes unjustiricd assumptions 
about how specific foods affect 
blood-sugar and insulin levels. 


“I wouldn't want the public to 
go out and say, ‘Geez, Fve got to 
eat less potatoes. I've got to cat 
less white bread,”’ said Horton, 
former chairman of the nutrition 
committee for the American 
' Diabetes Associarion. 

People would be better off stay- 
ing lean and keeping active as 
wcU as caring a nutritious diet — 
all undisputed ways of reducing 
the risk of Type II diabetes, 
Horton said. 

The nurses*. study looked at 
how much in carbohydrates 
each woman ate and. the 
“glyccmic index” of each car- 
bohydrate, a relative measure 
of how much the food drives up 
blood sugar. (Both starches and 
' sugars are converted to blood 
sugar, or glucose.) 

Foods with relatively high 
glyccmic indices arc white bread 
(100), mashed potatoes (104) arid 
cola beverages' (87). Foods with 
lower glyccmic indices arc dark 
bread (58-70), broccoli (45) and 
peanut butter (40). 

The women with the highest 
consumption of such carbohy- 
drates were iV times as likely 
to develop diabetes as the. 
women with the lowest con- 
sumption. 

Women who ate the least 
cereal fiber and the most 
refined carbohydrates had the 
" highest risk — 2 V-timvrtirarpr 
women who ate the most cereal 
fiber and the fewest refined 
carbohydrates. 

Diabetes can lead to heart dis- 
ease, nerve damage and blind- 
ness. Type n diabetes is the less 
severe form and usually can be 
controlled with diet and oral med- 
. icadon. - 


Researchers map link

CHICAGO (AP) — Changing 
the timing.of when you are 
awake and when you sleep can 
profoundly affect your mood, 
according to scientists who have 
for the first time linked mood 
changes to the predictable and 
enduring internal rhythms of the 
human body. 

Two studies released Tuesday 
explore the complex relationships 
between daily biological rhythms, 
sleep choices and whether people, 
feel cheerful or blue. 

The studies suggest, for exam- 
ple, that even if a person has got- 
ten enough sleep, he is likely to 
be irritable or blue if his waking 
hours center on a time vyhen his
